Under  the  Enrollment  Act,  drafted  men  will  be  actually  in  the  United 
States  service  as  soldiers  from  the  fact  of  being  drafted.  It  is  there¬ 
fore  ordered  that  they  be  put  in  uniform,  and  provided  with  knapsacks, 
haversacks,  canteens,  tin  cups,  spoons,  &c.,  as  soon  as  they  report  to 
the  District  Provost  Marshals. 

The  Quartermaster  General  will  fill  the  requisitions  of  the  Provost 
Marshal  General  for  clothing,  &c.,  for  this  purpose,  to  be  delivered 
at  such  points  as  the  latter  may  designate.
